A great tent, seating between KL­ 
OOF) and 15,000 people, is to Ire erect­ 
ed near the veterans* camp for hold­ 
ing the various main exercises of the 
battle anniversary celebration here in j 
July,and the tent i* to be so arranged 
that it can he divided into numerous 
Mib-divisiona where regimental, bri­ 
gade and state reunions may be held 
at the same time other sections of the 
tent are being used for other purposes. 
This new* plan is outlined in full in 
a letter which the Anniversary Com­ 
mission has just issued and which 
announces the following as the pro­ 
gram for the celebration: 
July I, Veterans’ Day. Appropriate 
exercises under the joint direction of 
the Pennsylvania Commission,and the 
commanders-in-chief of 
the 
Grand 
Army of the Republic and the United 
Confederate Veterans. 
July 2, Military Day. Under the 
direction of the Chief of Staff of the 
United States Army. Special detach­ 
ments of each arm of the Regular 
Service to participate as directed. 
July 3, Civic Day. Under the direc­ 
tion of the Governor of the Common­ 
wealth 
of 
Pennsylvania, 
presiding, 
and participated in by the governors 
of the several states. Orations, ser­ 
mon and music. 
July 4, National Day. The Chief 
Justice of the United States presid- 
ng. Forenoon, oration by the Presi- 
ient 
of 
the 
United 
States. 
High 
Noon, he to lay the cornerstone of a 
*rreat Peace Memorial. Evening, fire­ 
works. 
The circular issued by the Anniver- 
•ary Commission urges that all vete­ 
rans of the Civil War, North and 
South, wear their army, corps, divis­ 
ion and society badges, as a means of 
.dentification to their comrades in like 
commands, in the expectation that it 
will assist in imparting information 
as to when and where their different 
irganizations meet, and bringing to­ 
gether comrades who would otherwise, 
by reason of lapse of time, fail to 
recognize each other. 
Special 
mention is made of the 
fact that no one but veterans will lie 
allowed in the camp and old soldiers 
are cautioned not to bring other per­ 
sons with them without first arrang­ 
ing for their accommodation else­ 
where. The letter which is being sent 
broadcast over the country continues: 
‘‘The camp consists of 5000 tents, 
regularly holding twelve men earn, 
hut now to hold but eight veterans 
each, each veteran being supplied with 
a separate cot, blanket and mess kit— 
the latter to become his property— 
each'ten t to contain also two hand 
basins, one w*ater bucket and two 
lanterns for candles, and candles for 
earn. Towels, soap and other aticles 
must be provided by the veteran him­ 
self. Meals to be served him at tables 
adjoining the kitchen at the end of 
each company street. His baggage 
must not include any trunk but must 
be restricted to hand baggage only, 
the handling of which rests with him”. 
The camp has been arranged with 
all the care that would be taken in 
laying out a new city. It will in real­ 
ity be a city, for the streets will run 
from First to Forty-eighth street and 
they will fill up and be vacated quick­ 
er than any western mining camp dur­ 
ing a gold rush. 
In the center of the tented city will 
be a great square about which will be 
stationed the federal troops detailed 
to the encampment. Each street will 
have its kitchen and three times as 
nuch hospital space will he provided 
for the veterans as the National Guard 
provides during any of its encamp­ 
ments. 
The Trunk Line Passenger Associa­ 
tion has granted a one and three- 
fifths round trip excursion rate, good 
going June 25th and returning to 
original starting point by July 15, a 
20-day ticket,good only on same route 
going arid coming.

William Harman, one of the best 
known residents of Huntington town­ 
ship died suddenly Saturday afternoon 
at Miller’s School House a half mile 
northwest of York Springs, the result 
of an attack of acute indigestion. 
With his little grandson Mr. Har­ 
man had gone to the school house to 
attend a meeting of the board of edu­ 
cation of which he had been a member 
for many years. 
They arrived in advance of the 
other members of the board and the 
little grandson only eight years old, 
was alone with him when he gave a 
gasp and fell partly over in the seat 
which he had taken when he had en­ 
tered the room. 
The little fellow realizing that some­ 
thing was wrong summoned the fam­ 
ily of Benjamin 
Miller who lived 
nearby and then hurried home for 
his father. Dr. Myers,of York Springs, 
was called but Mr. Harman had died 
instantly and life was extinct when 
the grandson left the school house.

LANDSLIDE ON W. M. 


Special Passenger Train Run* into 
Landslide. Four Hurt. 


Four persons were slightly injured 
on Saturday when a special Western 
Maryland railway passenger train was 
wrecked by running into a landslide, 
just west of Tonoloway, nine mile* 
west of Hancock, at 1:05 in the morn­ 
ing. 
The special was en route from 
Baltimore to Dickerson Run, drawn 
by engine 151, and consisted of one 
common coach and two private ears. 
On board were Western Maryland 
Railway officials, including, it is said, 
President Fitzgerald and the board of 
directors. 
At the place where the wreck oc­ 
curred there is a deep cut and the 
recent rains had dislodged consider­ 
able earth which slid upon the track, 
covering and damaging it for a dis­ 
tance of about IOO feet. The engine 
of the train was turned over on its 
side and laid over against the side of 
the cut. The entire train waa derailed. 


Crawling over house-tops to escape 
the fires which followed the Dayton 
florid, Mr. and Mrs. Lingg, son-in-law 
and daughter of Mr. arid Mrs. James 
A. Little, who reside on the Littles­ 
town pike, tw*o and a half miles from 
Gettysburg, finally reached a place of 
safety and were rescued from the fate 
which overtook many others who lived 
in the same portion of the city. Mr. 
and Mrs. Little received a letter from 
their daughter on Saturday in which 
she said in part, 
“The water came to 
the 
second 
story of our house which is located 
in the center of the city and after 
the water stopped rising fire broke 
out. It was terrible. We crawled over 
house roofs to get into the Dayton ice 
plant. That is a big fire proof build­ 
ing and we stayed there two days 
and two nights during which we had 
no fire and hardly anything to eat. 
“I don’t think I could crawl ovar 
the roofs of houses now as I did last 
Tuesday when the water was twenty 
feet deep where we were. You can 
imagine how it looked. I never saw* 
such a fire in all my life and it was so 
close to us but the wind changed and 
it drove the flames in the other direc­ 
tion. If it had come our way we could 
not have gotten out because the water 
was so deep. I am glad none of the 
rest of the family was here.” 
The above letter was the first word 
Mr. and Mrs. Little had received from 
their daughter since 
the flood 
and 
they had given her up for lost when. 
on Saturday, the welcome news came 
that she and her husband were safe. 
Mud in Third Story 
C. William Troxell has received a 
letter from his father and three bri­ 
ther* who had the most harrowing ex­ 
perience of any former Gettysburg- 
tans who were iii the Dayton flood. 
The family was imprisoned in the 
third story of the house and saw the 
flood take away every residence on the 
opposite side of the street. Their home 
stood but the water came into the 
third story in such quantities that it 
was necessary to shovel out the mud 
after it receded. The home and fur­ 
nishings are ruined but all of th** 
family escaped injury.

posed to have Caused the Death 


of Man Near Lineboro. 


While taking a short cut to her 
home after spending the night with 
her mother, Mrs. William Curran, liv­ 
ing near Lineboro, on Sunday morn­ 
ing found the body of William C. 
Wanner along the Western Maryland 
railroad, horribly 
; ngled. The man

by Little Kingdom. 


Cettinje, April 7.—The little king­ 
dom ot M ontenegro has thrown down 
the gauntlet to the six great power* 
of Europe. 
She declines to yield to the demand 
of the powers to abandon 
her at­ 
tem pts to gain possession of Scutari,

officially announced that 
“th ere will be no departure from an at­ 
titude which conforms to the necessi­ 
ties of the state of war existing be­ 
tween the allies and Turkey.'* 
An international 
fleet, comprising 
w arships of 
Austria-Hungary. Italy, 
France. Germany and Great Britain, 
is now 
blockading the Montenegrin 
port of Antivari. These Include four 
Austrian warships, the British cruis­ 
ers Yarmouth, Inflexible and Glouces­ 
ter; the German cruiser Breslau, the 
Italian cruiser Pisa and the French 
cruiser Edgar Quintet. Russia Is not 
represented by a warship, but has ac­ 
quiesced in the naval dem onstration.

To this the M ontenegrin premier re­
